KING OF FRUITS. 


To Eat a Durian You Must First O v er­ 
come Your Sense of Smell. 
The east furnishes in the durian one 
of the strangest of fruits. 
It lias been 
called “the king of fruits, as the or­ 
ange is the queen." but there are many 
w ho entertain no liking for it. 
There is this difficulty about tile du 
rian. 
Its consumption presents the 
same obstacle to enjoyment as a ripe 
cheese. To eat a durian one must first 
overcome one’s sense of smell. 
The 
odor of the durian suggests limburger 
cheese, onion sauce, brown sherry and 
other incongruities. 
It has also been 
compared to the smell of a limekiln in 
full operation. 
The Malays are excessively fond of 
the fruit, and those Furopeans whose 
sense of smell Is not overdelicate con 
tend that the durian is like rich lait 
tery custard flavored with almonds. 
A 
British officer at 
Penang once 
dined a member of parliament about 
to leave for borne. 
Among other deli­ 
cacies an overripe durian was placed 
upon the table. 
The guest, on being 
pressed to partake of it. declined, with 
this remark: 
"It may have been very good last 
season, but if you will excuse me I 
would rather not venture on it now ” 
The durian is as large as a man's 
head and is covered with sharp spines 
It grows upon a large tree, somewhat 
similar to the walnut. 
When ripe it 
fulls, anil if it should strike any one 
the chances are that it would inflict 
damage. 
The natives, knowing the 
danger of a blow from a falling durian, 
stretch nets under the trees in popu­ 
lous places so that the fruit may be 
caught as it falls.—New York Sun.

Jean Jacques Desalt lines Michel Cin­ 
cinnatus Leconte, president of Haiti, 
who was recently killed In an explo 
sion iii the palace, was a mulatto, riot 
yet fifty years old, a lawyer by pro 
fesslon and a militant politician by i m - 
eupation. 
H e was e le c te d president 
of Haiti by the congress last August 
after he had whipped President An 
toine Simon nnd driven him from the 
country. 
Leconte was not recognized 
by the American government until he 
had been in c i l i c e a nlonth and had es­ 
tablished himself in power. 
The French minister to the Black Re 
public officially reported to his govern­ 
ment that Leconte was “bloodthirsty” 
! after the massacre of March, 11*08, In 
I Port nu Prince, w hen citizens of good 
standing, the number being variously 
reported at from ten to twenty-seven. 
were dragged from their beds at day­ 
break, taken to a cemetery and put to 
dentil. 
Leconte was minister of the 
interior at that time, and it was be­ 
lieved that the order to kill was issued 
by him, although Nord Alexis was 
president. 
When Nord Alexis was driven from 
Haiti soon afterw ard Leconte went 
into exile in Jamaica. 
While there lie 
intrigued against the new president. 
Simon, and in January, IOU, started a 
revolution, but it was short lived, and 
Leconte took refuge in tile German 
consulate at Cape Ilaitien, later be­ 
ing sent from the island under Ger­ 
man protection. 
Leconte returned to Haiti in May 
last year. overthrew- President Simon 
and became president of the republic.
